TEL AVIV (Agencies) — Israeli 
Prime Nfinister Shimon Peres on 
Wednesday dismissed hawldsb 
right-wtag Trade Minister Ariel 
Sharon . tae prime minister’s office 
said. 

A letter of dsmtssai was banded 
over at a ^>edal cabinet meeting 
following a scathing attack ty Sba- 
roQ OQ Peres, the office/ said. 

Tbe move could mean taefall of ■ 
the oine-party coalition gov- 
ernment if Sharon's colleagues in 
tbe Likud bloc resign. But Ukud 
politiciaiis said they hoped to find 
a serfutiOD to the crisds. 

Likud and Peres’ Labour Party .

tember. 1984. and has been roo- 
ked by rows over Middle East 
peace moi«s.

Protest strike over bombing attack on 
Christian leaders paralyses east Beirut 


BEIRUT (Agencies) —The mos- 
tly ChristiaD eastemsectorof Bei- 
rut was largely paralysed 00 Wed- 
nraday tty a smke to protest at a 
suicide bomb attadt on Christian 
leaders opposed to a Syrian- 
sponsored plan to end tae Leb- 
anese d^ war. 

Schools, banks and businesses 
in the eastern sector of tae c^hal 
closed, but bateries and pba- 
nnades remained open, and mos- 
tly Muslim west Betrut carried on 
as normal. ■

AMMAN — Od toe occasion of 
the 30to birtbd^ of His Majesty 
King Hussein, a new private hos- 
pital will be inaugurated in 
Amman. Situated in the new- 
Tareq Municipality, behind toe 
Sports Gty. the Jueen Alia Hos- 
pitd is expected to become toe 
best-equipped hospital in the cou- 
ntry as well as in toe whole regu\n. 
according to Dr. Khaled Beseiso. 
managing director of the Jor.dan 
Medi^ Coiporation. 

Dr. Bese^ told the Jordan 
Times that the construction of the 
ho^ital started in September 
J 982 and was completed two or 
three mo nths ago. according to the- 
original project sdiednie. The 
hospital's three buildings occupy 
an area of 40 dunums, including 
parking lots and green areas. 

The first building is toe main 
hospital building of seven storeys. 
four of which are for patients and 
three for services such ar ope- 
rating theatres. K-ray dep- 
artments. laboratories, emergency 
room, an intensive care unit and 
other modem facilities. The cap- 
acity of this building is designed to 
be for 150 beds, though there are 
only 42 at present properly div- 
ided into wards for the care of all 
lands of patients. 

The second building includes 26 
out-patient clinics in three storeys, 
ail run by highly specialised doc- 
tors. 

The third building is reserved 
for the nurses' liviag quartets, 
wito toe capacity to house 120 
nurses, although there are only 50 
at present a number which, acc- 
ording to Dr. Beseiso, is adequate 
for the present patient capacity of 
the hospital. 

F^itiire estpansion 

Dr. Besmso added toat the hos- 
pital has also been designed for 
fiimre e^qpansion, since all fac- 
ilities have been provided to care 
for a total of 300 in-patients; an 
aridh jo nai buildiqg of ISO morc 
beds could be added in the future 
if toe need arises. Besides toe nur- 
ses. there are at present four res- 
idrat doctors at the ho^tal. 

■ The .meen Alia Ho^ital was 
initiated as one of the projects of 
toe Jordan Medical Corporation, 
and financed entirely by toe cor- 
poration vrito aid from abroad for 
the balance. Or. Beseiso said. The 
total cost reached JD 10 milUon. 
The administration of the hospital 


was then handed over to a private 
con^^ ^>ecialised in no^ital 
acfaninistration. 

) Dr. Bes^ said toat die bos- 
phsl is idokip^ forward to servzite 
patients m one place, eh- 
minating toe need to refer toem to 
other bo^tals for treatmenL He 
said that toe boqiital has been des- 
igned to fulfill all medica] needs 
and that it b equiroed wito toe 
best facilities and staffed by highly 
q^ mlifieH personnel, malm^ it 
ennyarable to any hospital in 
Europe or toe United States. It 
indudes modem and elaborate, 
facilities for dialysis, che- 
motoerapy and most surgeries, 
althou gh . Dr. Beseiso said, is not 
presently ready for open heart 

surgery. 

RegioDalliospital 

While one may question toe 
need for such a hi gh standard hos- 
pital in toe capitd of a country' 
which still lacte proper primary 
health care in many rural areas. 
Dr. Beseiso eiqilained that one 
purpose of toe Jueen Alia Hos- 
pital is to cater not only for Jor- 


danian patients, but also for pat- 
ients from all Arab countries who 
may be presently forced to look 
for specialised treatment in Wes- 
tern countri^ "It will be easier, 
and che^r, for them to come 
here instead and tow will find the 
same standard with toe added 
benefit of Arabic speaking doctors 
who can put toem at ease.” he 
said. 

Other physicians in Jordan 
share the same high expectations. 
“Many Jordanians used to go abr- 
oad for treatment and. altoough 
the number has dramatically dec- 
lined. some still do without any 
justification, under the misled 
counsel of ignorant doctors. It will 
only cost them more mon^ since 
Jordan has all the facilities one 
needs in the medical field, par- 
ticularly in some of the most mod- 
em ho^itals in Amman whidi 
have the best pos.sible equipment 
mid logistics.” said Dr. Salah 
Salah. a neurosurgeon in Amman, 
-ufro believes the .*ueen Alia 
Horoital will easily lie at the top of 
the ust of toe well-equipped, eff- 
icient hospitals.

Its foonder, 
Mcfeammed Ibn Aoun, was fee 
Emir of Mecca (or rafeer Hejaz) 
for 27 years and hb sons and gra- 
ndsons ruled in Mecca from i%7 
to 1925 wife a break <tf only 9 
yeais. 

Sharif Hussem, the ^eat gra- 
ndfather of King Hussein, was a 
man of mdependent views md 
wife a strong diaracter. He e^ 
ressed hb d^jproval of fee way 
in whkh the people trfHejaz were 
treated, and as a result fee Ott- 
' omanjSultan of Tlukey. Abdul 
Htunid n. inrited hte to live near 
him in Istantnil. The Sherif rem- 
ained in ^efor Idyeaiswithbb 
family and frnir sons: Ali. Abd- 
ullah, Faisal TmiH. Hb chance 
came in 1908 wfeen fee Sultan 
^minted him Emir of Mecca. 

Through hb stixNig wall, fair 
dealnffi and a great capacity for 
work, Sharif Hussein was able to 
establish himself in a p os i tkwi of 
leadeishp. He curbed fee aut- 
horiqr of fee Turld^ Wali (gov- 
ernor) and proved hb loyalty to 
the Sultan by leadnm expeditions 
to tile province ofNajd nod by 
subdumg msuigent tribtb. He led 
a suoceSol e^peditioa to fee pro- 
vmce of Assir where fee local 
Emir had rebelled and fee Sherif 
was able to relieve fee besi^ed 
Ottoman garrison. 

Hb three elder sons par- 
tiepated in milhaiy ejpediwms 
and in affairs of adrtifniktTatinn . 
He had good oonnections in fee 
capital and was well informed of 
trends and devdopments. Hb br^

Any move requires an initiative 
oh dus'‘p^ of any one of the 
concern^' parties in' a pirfoleoL. 
This initiative carries in it ele^ 
ments of exdtement anti interest 
for the otber party that would 
make that party respond to the. 
initiative and open a dialogue 
about it throqgh various dep^- 
ments and institations, political 
parties and the information 
media. The dialogue would result 
in a . change in the position of the 
parties, a progress towards a solu- . 
tion and a s^ement of ah issue 
between two conflictiDg parties or 
a -weakening of tbe other paitsr’s. 
stand and position. The drogue' 
could be fr^owed by another and 
could not lead to a de^te result 
but would keep the. subject open 
for discussioo. 

The difference is dear between 
a political move and a pditical 
stand which is static and apparent 
only through contact witii an out- 
side element or povm. 

I meant from tins introduction 
to differentiate between the poli- 
tical moiw and the pditical stand 
to avoid any confiroon between 
them. Such confurion would 
cause .misunderstanding of the 
situation. Tbe political stand is 
not a substitute for the political 
move and vici^veisa. 

fo applying this cono^ on the 
Arab-Xsradi conflict since 1967 
war we can notice theToHowing:

forestall Israel's plans and pre- 
vent it from malting ^ins in the 
occupied Arab tenitqnes and inir 
posing a de facto sitiiatioo on the 
Arabs as it £d after tixe IS^ war. 
After the resolution 'there was no 
real progress fw. a solution and 
the situation was in deadlock. 

— Egj^t and Syria launched a 
war on Israel in 1973 and were 
joined after some days by units 
from other Arab countries includ- 
ing Jordan.' 

War, by definition^ is a political 
action in a -different form. This 
means that war was necessary 
after Arab pctiitical moves failed 
to inq>lement resolution 242 and 
. tiie result of tins wax was Resolu- 
tion 338 and -tiie convening of the 
Geneva peace conference leading 
to tfaesigorag of three agreements 
between i^ypt, Syria and Israel. 
Butihis did not lead to a just and 
durable peace and the situation 
ren^ned deadlodced. 

Egypt, Jordan and Syria and 
tiie Pl^ tried, towards end of 

1976 and the b^frming of 1977,to 
lay down a plan for a political 
move whidi -called for the re- 
.. sumption- cf tbe.,CienevB . CO 


. ence to be attended by the Arab 
side in a unified delegation. Be- 
fore the Arabs reached a final 
' formula on this endeavour, Presi- 
• dent Sadat paid a visit to Jeiu- 
'. Salem and t^ led to the signing 
or the Camp David Israeli-Egyf> 
tian peace treaty which failed in 
achieving progress towards solv- 
ing the Pales^e problem. 

— Jordan and the FLO, on Feb. 
11. 1985, reached an accord for 
jpolitical moves based on the re- 
solutions at the Fez Arab summit. 

This move, which was called 
tiie King Hussein initiative, was 
backed by European politick cir- 
cles and roused interest in the 
United States but foiled to win 
, Ae support of the Soviet Union. 

The Arab countries were split 
on tins issue; some of them sup- 
porting and others rejecting this 
formula. Israel rejected the 
accord. The moves emanating 
from these accord are still con- 
tinning because very important 
powers support it and bemuse it 
is based on 1J.N. resolutions and 
gall* for the convening of an 
international conference and also 
because it reflects the true and 
real picture of Jordanian-Palesti- 
nian relations and because the 
Palestinian people under Israeli 
rule have shown enthusiasm for 
it. 

Israel, for its part, bas Vorked 
against this political move: First 
by proposing the rul^ party’s 
“Allon plan”. Since this propo^ 
was designed to give Israel a^an- 
tages and perpetuate its occupa- 
tion of Arab land it has b^ 
rejected ootright. 

Second, by a move on the part 
of the Likud bloc to implement 
an agreement included in the 
treaty with Egypt that concerns 
the Palestinians in the occupied 
territories. The likud moves 
were directed at E^pt alone and 
ended in nothing when the two 
sides interpreted the Camp David, 
accord in different perspectives. 

Apart from these two moves on 
Israel's part the only thing it did 
-was to dedare its position with 
regard to peace and continued at 
the same time to exploit the time 
factor to change facts in the occu- 
pied Arab territories hoping that 
the Arab side will accept its terms 
in the end and a de focto.solution 
win be imposed on the Arabs. 

Israel hopes that tbe Arabs will 
accept what they had rejected 
yesterday and what they refuse to 
accept today exactly the same 
. way as happened after the 1948- 


war when the Arab countries 
refused to recognise Israel and its 
proposals as a basis for a peaoeftil 
settlement but later accepted 
them, individually in 1967 and 
unanimously in 1982 in the Fez 
resolutions. 

It is important to note that the 
parties that made the political 
moves are tbe same that are 
directly involved in the conflict. 
Israel is on one side and Jordan, 
Egypt, Syria and the PLO on the 
other. All tbe moves have been 
made by tbe parties directly in- 
volved in the Aralvlsraeli con- 
flict. What about other Arab 
countries? 

The answer is clear and under- 
stood. The other Arab countries 
were satisfied by declaring their 
political stands and kept aloof 
from any political move because 
they are not involved directly in 
the conflict nor in its consequ- 
ences. 

Those parties directly involved 
should themselves make the 
moves. 

This policy presented itself 
clearly in various Arab summit 
resolutions, particularly in three 
of them: Resolutions adopted at 
the Khartoum summit whidi was 
held after the 1967 war and be- 
fore to Resolution 242; the Rabat 
summit of 1974 which considered 
the PLO as the sole and legiti- 
mate representative of the 
Palestinian people; and the Bagh- 
dad summit of 1^8 which was 
held to deal with the consequ- 
ences of the Camp David accord 
and finally tbe Fez summit of 
1982 which issued the Arab peace 
plan. 

Except for the Khartoum sum- 
mit dedsions, all other summit 
resolutions were maintained and 
they are now being employed to 
deal with the Arab-Israeli con- 
flict. 

Hence, for the past 18 years, 
there has been a general Arab 
stand interrupted by political 
moves and initiatives which were 
carried out by Arab parties who 
are directly involved in the Arab- 
Israeli co^ct in the forms of 
separate, bilateral or mass politic- 
al moves. 

Probably the best to describe 
the status quo are two common 
slogaiu: the first slogan says 
Palestine is the agony of a people, 
while tbe second slogan says 
Palestine is an Arab case. There 
is no doubt that both slogans have 
their insinuations, the first slogan 
suggests that the Palestinian peo- 


ple are incharge of their agony 
and therefore they should try to 
upgrade their situation to lead a 
nonnal and healthy life like all 
other nations. This implies that 
the Palestinian people ^ould be 
in a situation which forces them 
to start a political move aud 
initiative rather than relying on 
an established political stand, 
since they are directly in charge 
of their agony and misery. If 
otbeis are satisfied with sticking 
to “the stand policy” regardless 
of which party be it Israel or any 
of the other Arab countries, they 
would react this way because 
either they are satisfi^ with the 
state of political stagnation as is 
the case of Israel or that they do 
not feel the heaviness of the 
Palestinian agony like the situa- 
tion in other connotation states. 

These two views, despite their 
difference, particularly in all what 
is related to their behaviour, 
should have been complemented, 
and out of which an Arab-Palesti- 
nian pressure should have 
emergt^, especially if we consid- 
er the American and European 
interests in tbe Arab countries 
and tbe strategic importance of 
the Arab World for all influential 
world countries. 

It was expected that the 
Palestinian prople, represented 
through tbe PLO in collaboration 
with an Arab country, should 
have started a political move on 
the Internationa arena, since the 
Palestinian people have been fac- 
ing the misery of a disappearing 
land and identity, and they were 
supposed to launch efforts before 
anyone else. 

it was assumed that the Palesti- 
nian people’s requests and needs 
should not be in harmony with 
other countries’ demancte and 
needs. It was therefore very natu- 
ral that the demands of the 
drowning people and their priori- 
ties would be very much different 
from the demands of those who 
are ashore, since those who get 
water into their hmgs differ from 
those who only smell the agony 
and sorrow. 

The Rabat s ummi t and its re- 
solutions calling for Arab coun- 
tries support for all what the PLO 
decides — since the organisation 
was considered tbe sole legiti- 
mate representative of all Palesti- 
nian people — ■ was the first 
majority consensus that the 
Palestinians themselves should 
work towards solving their prob< 
lems.. But the PLO, which has 


lived with and within almost all 
Arab political regimes and on 
which it depended, had left it 
unable to disentangle itself from 
Arab solutions for tiieir problem. 
A lot of the PLO foctions adopt 
the measures of the countries 
they live in or the measures of the 
countries they cooperate with, 
although it was understood from 
tbe Rabat resolutions that the 
PLO has liberated itself from all 
these chains of having to follow 
tbe political policies of the coun- 
tries supporting it. 

Although it was understood 
from tbe Rabat resolution that 
the Arab countries should follow 
the decisions set forward by the 
PLO and not vice-versa. In 
another meaning, it was under- 
stood from the resolution then 
that the Palestinian moves should 
be complemented by the Arab 
stand and not that the PLO 
should submerge itself in tbe 
Arab stand. 

What aggravates the situation 
more is that such a com- 
plimentary situation has until 
now not revealed itself, as the 
Arab countries remain^ com- 
mitted to tbe 1974 decision, 
whereas the Palestinian people 
are crying for help and for politic- 
al moves to puU them out from 
the mud. 

If we want to realise the differ- 
ence between the Arab and the 
PLO situations, one only has to 
read Arabic newspapers pub- 
lished in the Gulf areas or in the 
northern African countries to 
realise how far their peace en- 
deavours and evaluation of any 
political move are diverted from 
tbe way they should be, althou^ 
I am not crying to blame them but 
rather to explain a natural human 
behaviour. 

Vis-a-vis this status quo, one 
might ask oneself, why hurry, let 
us wait for better chances which 
include better prospects for peace 
or feasible proposals. 

To those we say, this opinion 
means surrender to the status quo 
and providing it with a most 
important element for its success, 
namely time. We also say: the 
Palestinian people under occupa- 
tion disagree with you since the 
people do not plan to see their 
destiny as ’‘something un- 
known”. We also tell them that 
such a stand is not a political 
policy, but rather forsaking poli- 
tical action. 

One might ask: 'Why do the 
Palestinian people under occupa- 



tion not make an initiative to 
solve the problem with Israel 
without any consideration to the 
other Arab parries' stands? 

We say in reply that the state of 
unbalance existing between Israel 
on the one hand and the Palesti- 
nian people on tbe other, 
whether inside or outside tbe 
occupied territories, does not 
allow the Palestinians any chance 
to reach a balanced and reason- 
able settlement with the Israelis 
— a solution that can secure for 
them a free homeland recognised 
by the world. If this unbalance is 
to be adjusted there must be an 
Arab backing for any political 
move and there must an Arab 
weight that would support any 
political initiative. In other 
words, there must be some 
Palestinian moves within the con- 
text of an overall Arab move and 
within a comprehensive Arab 
stand. 

On this background of stale- 
mate and no-war-no- peace situa- 
tion we find the political stand 
blocking tbe politi^ moves and 
we find that the moves require 
Arab backing. In this situation, 
Jordan, in view of its sp^al 
relationship with the Palestinian 
people, assumes a special posi- 
tion because it is the only Arab 
state that finds itself divided be- 
tween foe concepts of two slo- 
gans: Palestine, a people's 


tragedy, and Palestine, an Arab 
cause. 

This means that the Jordan is 
foe only Arab state which shares 
with the Palestinian people, in- 
side as well as outside the occu- 
pied temtories, their real tragedy 
and at the same time Jordan 
shares with foe other Arab coun- 
tries their responsibilities towards 
Palestine. 

In other words, Jordan's half 
falls within the di^e of tragedy, 
which falls on it to make moves, 
and foe other half falls in foe 
Arab responsibility which 
adheres to the political stand. As 
a result Jordan finds itself in a 
position that allows it to achieve 
integration that has not been 
achi^ed until now, an integra- 
tion of its stand with its moves. 

Based on this assumption King 
Hussein proposed to the Nation^ 
Council in Amm an last year that; 
— Either foe PLO makes its 
moves on its own and Jordan will 
support or opt to make joint 
moves with Jordan. 

King Hussein said any joint 
moves will first seek Arab lack- 
ing for Jordan and the PLO and 
with the Arabs both parties can 
move on foe international arena. 
The PLX) chose to make joint 
moves with Jordan. 

After prolonged meetings,

The main objectives of 
developmental p lanning during 
foe last decade have been the 
adrievement of a high overall 
growth rate in the gross domestic 
product, to reduce the external 
defidt through export growth, to 
mihance the share of dom^c 
revenue in the budget, and to 
create new employment opportu- 
nities as weD as to improve the 
fair distribution of the Iteoefits of 
development among regions and 
dasses.

These outstanding economic 
and sodal achievements were the 
result of internal and external 
frtetors. On the internal front, the 
contributing factors were foe pro- 
ductivity and energy of the Jc«da- 
nian people, and foe effident 
management of foe national eco- 
nomy by the state and its applica- 
tion of appropriate development 
poKdes whilst the external front, 
foe availability of fimds, thanks 
to foe Arab finanriwi support and 
the extensive remittances of our 
expatriates, helped the economy. 
His Majes^s dynamjsm spurred 
all these factors and inspired ex- 
cellence. 

We should be proud of our 
economic and sodal success story 
achieved over in foe past 10 
years. This should not, however, 
distract our attention from the 
formidable challenges which we 
face during the next 10 years. 

On foe one hand, the extreme- 
ly high growdi could not and 
caonot go on indefinitely. It had 
to level off and it did. The larger 
foe size of the economy the more 
difficult it becomes to achieve ' 
higher percentages of growth. In 
o^r words, the rates of growth 
witnessed in the past decade can- 
not possibly be duplicated in the 


coming decade, even if the 
fevourable intenial and external 
dreumstanoes continue to pre- 
vail. 

On the other hand^ we have 
new and less-favourable ci 2 CUlDS^ 
ances: Anri) fteaudai aid retre- 
ated to half foe level of 1981; 
expatriates remittances stagnated 
ai^ may retreat; Jordanian ex- 
ports are feced with tough exter- 
nal marioete due to Ugher cost of 
production; entrants to the 
bfoour marl^ are increasing at 
six per cent a year, which calls for 
foe creation of some 30,000 new 
job opportunities to ke^ unem- 
ployment at bay and the current 
economic recession makes meet- 
ing such dwnand^ difficult in- 
deed. 

These unfavourable dreumst- 
ances caused the high growfo 
rates to decline, but they did not 
cause a retreat. Tlie evidence is 
that the present crisb is contain- 
able and not without positive 
sides. It may provide-the oppor- 
tunity to reconsider many aforer- 
sities and to allow foe correction 
of imbalances whi^ took place 
during the stage of rsqtid growfo 
and eaqr funds. Overcoming the 
problematic issues will no <fonte 
pave the way for embarldcg on a 
new stage of slower, but beal- 
tfaier, growth on a sound eooiK^ 
mic and finandal basis. 

Hi^ier income and prodoctioir 
are of course instrumental in im- 
proving the quality of life in any 
country, but they are by no 
means exdusrve factors. Other 
relevant aspects are culture, a 
reasonable cost of living, political 
stabilxty, political fireed^ and 
dvil rights, soundness of the 
national economy, reasonable tax 
rates, foe avaflal^ty of recrea- 
tiOD fecilities, healfo care and 
personal safety, foe availability of 
vital services and infrastructure, 
and a good environmeat. 

Jordan scores high in all these 
aspects and it is foe envy of many 
Third World countries. There is 
DO doubt that there is still room 
for improvement, but the 
achievements have been in- 
credible. 

On His Majesty's 50fo birth- 
day, we look with .pride and 
satisfaction at past adti^emeuts 
to reinforce our self confidence to 
face future hurdles. 

The bright past is our ste(q>ing- 
stone to an even brighter future. 
The -past decade of lun-awa^ 
growth is the sta^g 
consolidation and maturity. We 
look forward to a sound, dynamic 
economy and a tietter tijfe.

Britain officially recognised 
Transjordan in 1923 and. under 
the guidance of Prince Abdullah, 
the country began to progress. 
Ourii^ the Second Worid .War, 
Transjordan became one of the 
most important communications 
centres for the allies and this was a 
new opportunity for Amman to 


In 1 948, Jordan took part in the 
Aiab-Xsiaeli War and its armed 
forces were able to preserve pari 
of I^Iestine and pan of the Holy 
City of Jerusalem. The Arab part 
of destine came to be called the 
West Bank when the unity bet- 
ween the territory and Tra- 
nsjordan was foiged in 1 948. la 
19S0. the first parliamemary ele- 
ctions were held simultaneously in 
both banks and the ensuing par- 
liament unanimously endorsed 
the merger into a united con- 
stitutional country under King 
Abdullah. 

Nearly 100.000 Palestinan ref- 
■ ugees ooverged on Amman after 
the 1 948 war witii Israel and the 
chy began to swell and expand. 
Jordan welcomed ihe refugees 
anri the people of Amman, tog- 
ether with the newcomers, emb- 
arked on toitftil cooperatioo. bui- 
lding die country, facing the same 
diallenges and striving to achieve 
the same goals. Since then. 
Amman betame a major centre 
for trade and industry. 

Under King Hussein. Jordan 
flourished and gradually, and thr- 
ough die joint efforts of the Pal- 
estinians and the Jorddnians. 
Amman began achieve the pro- 
sperity and progress which has 
atiiieved today.

Jaruzelski I C. Americans agree 


(«'KNKVA (R) — U.S. President Ronald Reagan sa^ 
he hopes his smuniit next we^ with Sovi^ leader 
.Mikhail Gorbachev will dispel snspidon and mis- 
trust, but doubts a concrete agreemrat will emerge. 


"A great measure of success 
would l)e if we came away'* witfi a 
decision to meet again to discuss 
common problems, he said m a 
live television interview with West 
European reporters iSiesday 
inigh L The summit is next Tueday 
^d Wednesday. 

' Mr. Ret^an. 74. said that he* 
hoped the summit would result in 
agreement "‘to exist in the world 
and con^te peacefuHy" Ixit held 
out little hope of anything more 
concrete. 

The president said the summit' 
.agenda cover four subjects: Arms 
control, regional dilutes. bD- 
ateral issues and human rights. 

But he added: “I should diiok 
that what we should he dealing 
with at the summit is ... the eli" 


minatioo of su^ickm and mis- 
trust.”" 

Mr. Reagan ea^>faa5ised his 
oommitinent to the Strat^ic Def- 
ence Initiative (SDI), or “star 
wars.” researdi prcffiramme which 
he annnunfyiH in N&rdi 1983. 

The $26-biIlion programme is' 
aimed at developii^ a space- 
based shield to shoot down att- 
addng Soviet missiles. 

The plan has been denounced 
by Kretmiu leaders as an atten^t 
to launch an arms race in ^>ace 
and deadlodced the superpower 
arms talks which opened in Gen- 
eva in March.

the negotiating process... towards 
desirable outcomes.” he said.

U.S. diarges that Presi^t Rea- 
gan's recent mtennew whti Soviet 
joui^ists was censored before 
puhlicatioa here. 

A TASS oommenta^ said die 
inleiview had been sl%htfy sho- 
rtened to fit into oew^p^ier for- 
mat before appearing in the gov- 
emment daSy Imrestia. but only 
rqietitions were cut oitt. 

“Every unbiased reader wall 
arhnit ttet all of Mr. Reagfm’s 
kleas and views watbont exception 
found adequate leflectioo in the 
mterwew fmUished by Izvestia.** 
it said. 

Izvestia publisfaed die article 
over an entire page on Nov. 4. but 
cut out remarks by Mr. Reagan 
about A^anistan. \Tetnam. 
Korea, and Eastern Europe. 

The White House oqircssed 
disqiponitnient that the entire 
text of the Oct. 31 interview had- 
QOt been published, but said it was 
positive that a “substantial amo- 
unt” of Mr. Regan’s views had 
lieen made avaOable to Soviet 
newspaper readers.

WARSAW (R) — Communist 
leader Wojded Jaruzelski has 
conqileted a major shake-up of 
Polantfs power structure fol- 
lowing parliament's approval 
Tuesday n^t of a new 
eroment led by Prime Minister 
Zbigniew Messner. 

Political sources said Gen. Jar- 
uzelski. liow head of state after 
giving the premiemhip to Mes-. 
suer, had won a wider political 
power base in advance of a' str- 
uggle with hardline opponents .at 
the lOth party coi^ress next 
spring. 

Potential opponents and their 
supporters have been eased firmly 
out of the rulmg Communist 
Party, parliament, the gov-, 
eminent and die Connctl of State. 

The sources si^ the shake-up 
wras the most radical since GmL 
Jaruzelski siqipressed the Sol- 
tdari^ free trade unioo under 
f nartnl law and embarked on a 
series of economic and social ref- 
orms to recover Communist aut- 
horiqr. 

Mr. Messner. Sti, a ss u red par- 
liament while presentmg his new 
government tiiat the reforms 
would be followed to the letter.

MANILA (R) — Phfl^ine opp- 
oshion leader Salvador Laurel 
returaed to a hero's welcome from 
thousands of cheering siqjporters 
Wednesd^ and declared he was 
“ready for battle” in presidential 
elections next year. 

He told the crowds at Nfenila 
airport he was glad President Fer- 
dinaad Marcos agreed to a soap 
election on Jan. 17 because a 
“presidential vote at the end of his 
term (in 1987) ought be too late.' 

“Laurel, w4k> had beec visitiag 
the United States.and Jq>an. has 
been nomiiuted by the eight- 
party coalition Unh^ Nationalisi 
Democratic Organisation 
(l^RDO) as a candidate against 
Mr. Marcos.
